.from OPEC rebels Lib>’a and Iran consulted 
Monday in Tehran as the organization pra- 
. pared fercrisis talks next weekend on sharing 
out the dwindled oil market to head off a 
potential price crash. 

- Libya's Kamel Hasan Al-Maqhour and 
Iranian Oil Mirtister Muhammad Gharazi, 
whose countries industry sources say are 
undercutting OPEC (Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries) prices, met 
ahead of next Sunday's conference in 
Geneva, Tehran radio said. 

The talks came as OPECs current presi- 
dent, Nigerian special presidential adviser on 
energy 'MaUa'm Yahaj'a Dikko, consulted 
OPEC states on the meeting, agreed by eight 
key oil ministeis at talks over the weekend.in 
Bafaran.-

Esmat’s lawyers 
quit in protest 

CAIRO. Jan. 1 7 (AFP) — Defense attor- 
neys in the corraption trial here before 
ui thnkscourt of Es^t Sadat, brother of late 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, said they 
were withdrawing from the trial because they 
had not been allowed to question a prosecu- 
tion witness properly. 

The testimony of Alexandria's former 
director of adrainiscradve controls Shaker 
Abdussalam was cut short before they could 
conclude cross-examination, maiitiy on 
charges that Esmat Sadat's son Gala! had 
used the late presdenfs name to gain conces- 
rions in the port of Alexandria, the attorneys 
said. 

Defense lawyers accused the court of fre- 
quently changing members of the jury “con- 
trary to legal procedure." and said one juiy 
members had already “publicly announced 
bis opinion" of the trial. 

At the end of Sunday's sixth session, the 
court decided to name five new defense 
lawyers, but this was rejected by Esmat mid 
Galal Sadat, as well as another nei^iew of the 
late president.

ROME . Jan. 1 7 (AFP) — The powerful 
earthquake which shook the eastern 
Mediterranean Monday apparently caused 
no loss of life or pn^perty either in Italy or in 
other countries, the official reports said. 

The Italian new’s agency Ansa brv>ke off a 
24-hour strike to report the tremor. 

In Athens, the Cendynamic Institute said 
there were no deaths or iniuries in Greece. 
Iwt that sv>me houses had been slightly 
damaged in the Ionian Islands of 
'"ephaloniah and Zakintbos. 

The strength of the tremor was registered 
at 6.5 on the nine-point Richter scale . 


Joint panel formed 

Progress claimed 
oyer pullout issue 


KHALOE. Jan. 17 (AP) — American. 
Israeli and Lebanese negotiators set up a sub- 
committee that launched talks and “made 
good progress" Monday on ending the 3.5- 
year-old state of war between Israel and 
Lebanon, official spokesmen armounced. 

This was the first apparent fruit of new 
pressure by the U.S. administration to quic- 
ken the pace of negotiations on removing the 
more than 60.000 Israeli. Syrian and Pafesti- 
nian troops from this Mediterranean countty . 

There was no official word on what specific 
measures uere under discussion to terminate 
the state i^f war that has legally existed since 
the first Arab-lsraeti war in I despite an 
armistice agreement Israel and Lebanon con- 
cluded in I94M. 

But earlier reports in the Lebanese press 
said the termination of the date of u'ar might 
take the form of a nonbelligerency declara- 
tion as pan of an overall agreement on troop 
withdrawals, security arrangements and 
future relations following Isracfs invasion of 
Lebanon last summer. 

Official spokesmen for - the American. 
Israeli and Lebanese delegations read sepa- 
rate but identical communiques in Arabic. 
English and Hebrew at the end of Monday’s 
plenary sesrion at a beachfront hotel in die 
Beirut suburb to announce the formation of 
the three-nation subcommittee. 

American delegation spokesman (Tbiist- 
.^hcr Ri>ss said in reply to a question the 
subcommittee “made good progress" and its 
discussions were “very serious and very 
intensive." He declined to give any details. 


Israeli ^kesman Avi f^zner said "good 
work" was done by both the subcommittee 
and the plenary session. He. too. refused to 
elaborate. 

Lebanese spokesman Major Atef Tarabm 
refused to answer questions altogether after 
the joint communique was read.

Thore were the words with which veteran sports broadcaster Frank Bough greeted viewers 
when breakfast television came to Britain Monday. 

Up to now . early daytime television in Britain has consisted mostly of thinly-watched 
educational progranw and test patterns. So the advent of morning shows aimed at audicncus 
— something familiar to Arnericans for three decades — was revolutionary.

U.S.-European relations touch nadir under Reagan 
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WASHINGTON. Ian. 17 (^—U3, Prcadcot Ronald Reagan came 
to oBce twoyeais ago promising to restore the allies' confidence and trust 
in U.S. leadership, wlucb he said had “fallen to an all-time low" under 
former President Jinuny Carter. 

But at the midpoint of hts term. Reagan is having difficulty delivering on 
his pledge to return the alliance to “unity d purpose and mutual req>ecL" 
thanks to a series of misunderstandings and disagreements over trade with 
the Soriet Union, anns control and U.S. economic policy. 

A well-placed British diplomat here (Ximplained sever^ weeks ^o. on 
the condition he remain anonymous, that Reagan's relations with Europe 
were even more chaotic than Carter’s. Fren<^ Foreign Minister Claude 
Cbeysson said at one point the relationship bad deteriorated to a state of 
”progre»ive divorce." 

Cbeysson later conceded he was overstating the case. But there is no 
itispridng European unhappiness U.S. polkdes as Reagan sends U.S. 
Vice Prerident George Bush to Europe on Jan. 30 for a round of consul- 
tations witii tire allies. The Bush trip is aimed primarily at achieving a 
nnifi^ Tfanri on aims contTol and d^i^ng the noisy anti-ouclear move- 
ment in Western Europe. 

No foreign' policy venture earned Reagan more vigorous opposition in 
Eon^ than his d^ision to impose sanctions agafn st Eurc^an finns that 
5ff|^h’fd equipment and technology for the Sc^et natural gas pipeline. 

R fygan aigoed the assistance made it eager for the Soviets to obtain hard 
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Western currency to buy arms. Ihe Europeans replied the hardships the 
sanctions would impose on their already depressed economies wasn't worth 
using an economic weapon of dubious value to help Re^n achieve anti- 
Soviet political aims. 

“It was a mistake from the begjnnittg.” the Briti^-diplomat said in an 

interview after Reagan lifted the sanctions ^ nud-November.

Other probtems wiffi ^ allies ar& fiorn his admimstration’s imremh- 
ting hostility toward the Soriet Union and other Marxist states. Also 
trc^lesome are hi gh worldwide interest rates, which the Europeans attri- 
bute to Reagan' s anti-infiatiDn economic policies, complaining they contri- 
bute to recession and high unemployment tiiroughout Europe. 

"I think probabfy we have rather hai^.” says Joyce Sbub. a 
European expert at the American Enterprise Institute.

Manufacture of a complete range of filters 
to suit the needs of pure air for man and 
machine in the Kingdom has bcenannounced 
by a new company. Saudi FiltcfS Ltd. The 
first year's production may be more than 
I OO.odO units. 

The company is a jomt venture of Al- 
Bawardy Trading and ‘Contract^ Est.. 
Trans Saudi Est.. Jabal Raaf Est. with AAF- 
intemational BV of Amsterdam, the Nether- 
lands. 

Abdul Ariz Al-Bawardy. chairman ‘ of 
Al-Bawardy Trading and Contracting EsL. 
said that the manufacturing facility the com- 
pany is establishing is the next local st^ in its 
long association with AAF. 

“They have successfully solved some of the 
air filtration problems particular to the Kii^- 
dom and it is our intention to make everyone 
aware of the dangers to health as well as the 
extra cost that uttered or inefficiently fil- 
tered air causes to the nation.** Bawardy said. 

He said the Kingdom's rapid pace ctf con- 
struction and industrialization multiplied 
and magnified the problem of dust and 
humidity with industrial gases and frunes. 
But. he said “We will be manufacturipg a 
range of self-cleaning filters which will 
remove 95 percent of the air-bomc dust to 
meet the situation." 

Bawardy especially mentioned five areas 


where clean air is a must and dust is a hazard: 
hospitals and clinics, electric power 
generating units, communications instal- 
lations. laboratories and foctories. hotels and 
closed sports arenas. 

Hospitals, especially in operating theaters, 
intensive care units and bum centers require 
100 percent dust and bacteria-free air. 

“We can manufacture very efficient filters 
that the technidan who changes these filters 
has to w'ear protective closing to guard 
against the accumulated bacteria." Bawardy 
said. 

There are sperial filters for gas turbines as 
these can be damaged even by a small amount 
of dust, humidity and salt. The electric 
utilities have been using AAF self-cleaning 
filtration systems for several years to protect 
gas turbines and diesel engines from abrasive 
dust and corrosive salt. 

Spcnal high efficiency filters are deigned 
to eliminate toxic- gases and frunes from 
laboratories and factories so that the person- 
nel will not be affected by them. There are 
also filtration systems to remove dust and 
smoke and recondition the air for closed 
sports arenas. 

Some of the noxious vapors fhat are 
removed by filters are cigarette and cooking 
smoke from the hotel rooms, jet exhaust frxim 
air terminals and sewage gases from sewage 
treatment plants. 

It is not just the protection of people and 
machinery that is the concern of Saudi Filters, 
but the prevention of air pollution as wed. 
Bawardy emphasized.

Call to recognize Israel angers Arafat Arabs to back 

U.S. peace bid 


CAIRO. Jan. 17 (R) — Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization lead^ Yasser AraEat was 
quoted Monday calling on Egypt to drop i& 
appeal for PLO recognition of Israel. 

The weekly Al -AAnmi IkAaS said, be told 
it in an biterview; “1 appeal to f^sident 
(Hosni) Mubarak not to embarrass me by 
asking me to unilaterally recognize Israel.” 

Since the withdrawal of PLO fighters from 
Beirut last August. has repeatedly 

asked the PLO to recognize Israel as the only 
way to start a United States*PLO dialogue. 

Arafat said he deserved not to be asked to 
recognize Israel because he did not demand 
that Egypt abandon its peace agreements 
with Israel, the publication reported. 

"Whoever is asking E^rpt to aboli^ its 
Camp David accords with Israel is actually 
seeking another catastrophe for the Arab 
world...Tbat is not what we want from 
Mubarak." Arafat said. 

Arafat said he wanted Egypt to issue a 
declaiation explicitly stating the PLO was the 
Palestinian people's sole representative and 
supporting the right to establish a Palestinian 
state At -Ahram Iktisa£ continued. 

"Immediately after such a declaration b 
made. I will put my hand in his (Mubarak’s) 
to walk toge^er until we have used up all the 
offered paths for a peaceful settlement.” he 
added. 

Israelis bar U.K. 
teachers’ entry 

TEL AVIV. Jan. 17 (AFP) — Five Britidi 
teachers at the university college in the Pales- 
tinian town of Hebron were prevented from 
going on campus and giving their lectures by 
the Israeli Army Monday, according to 0 
Palestinian source. 

For the second consecutive day the Israeli 
Army has cordoned off the campus and 
screened the coming and going of aO stu- 
dents. 

On Sunday, the army used tear gas and 
fired into the air to break up a demonstration 
of students protesting about the arrest of 50 
fellow students last Thursday. 

At Nablus, in the northern occupied ter- 
ritories. army road blocks were in position at 
entrances to Al Najar University Monday for 
the eight day running. Only students from 
Nablus itself wen? allowed to attend lectures. 
The army also raided the homes of the formei* 
and present presidents of the university s stu- 
dent committee. 

Meanwhile, the Israeli ministerial commit- 
tee on Jewish settlements in the occupied 
West Bank has approved creation of four new 
settlements south of Hebran, the commit- 
tee's spokesman said. 

One of the settlements will be consigned to 
the annexationist movement. Gush Emunim, 
and the others will be nin by "cooperative 
movements from the Israeli ade of the l<)67 
border. Science and Development Minister 
Vuval Neeman, president of the oommirtee. 
said. 

Afghanistan official 
defects to Pakistan 

ISLAMABAD. Jan. 17 (Agencies) — A 
major-general from Af^an Anny medical 
corps has defected to Pwstan. Radio Pakis- 
tan repi'^rlcd. The radio Sunday identified the 
general as Naik Muhammad Azizi and said he 
was a diXtor but gave no further details. 

Two Afghan Army brigadiers and two sen- 
ior .secret pc^c officials also defected to 
Pakistan declaring sympiathy with Mujahi- 
deen fighting government and Soviet troops 
in their country. 

Radio Kabul reported Petrol rationing has 
been instituted in the Afghan ca(HtaI. 

Earlier this week resistance sources said 
chat Soviet rror^ had been selling anny pet- 
rol on the black market and making huge 
profits. 

Meanwhile, the pro-resistance Islamic 
News Agency (INA) reported that eight Rus- 
sians were ^ed and 10 wounded on the 
night of Jan. 9 during a mortar attack against 
Micr\irayon. an eastern Kabul district reser- 
ved for Russians and Communist Party 
members. 

INA said that resistance fighters fired 
abi'ut 20 shells at three buildings in the area, 
badly damaging them. Also mortared was a 
government minibus depot, where eight veh- 
icles were destroyed. 

Western diplomats based in Kabul repor- 
ted last week that there had been explosions 
in the Miernrayon district on the night of Jan. 
‘4. without specifying their cause.

He 
told a news conference before leaving Qatar 
for Kuwait that American credibility had 
been hanging in the balance in Lebanon since 
Washington committed itself to securing an 
Israeli withdrawal.

Meanwhile five Pal^tinian groups have 
declared in Tripoli, Libya there can be no 
peace with Israel and affirmed adherence to 
the armed struggle as a method for the libera- 
tion of Palestine, Libra's Jana news agency 
reported Monday. 

A coii^unique issued after a week-long 
meeting rejected U.S. Prerident Ronald 
Reagan's Middle East peace plan and Jorda- 
nian representation of Paiestinians. It called 
on Arab countries to reject Israeli-Lebanese 
negotiations which it said were an attempt to 
draw Lebanon into the “Camp David trap.” 

The communique was issued by Libya 
along with the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine-General Command, the

Palestine, tiie Organization of Vanguards of 
the war of Popular Liberation (Saiqa) and the 
Palestinian I^uiar Militant Front. 

The agency quoted Libyan Leader 
Muammar Oaddafi as noting the absence of 
Yasser Arafotf s Fatah group from the Tripoli 
meeting. It quoted Qadd^ as saying , chat 
according to the program worked out by the 
participants "no one can deal with the I%les- 
rinia n cause without Libya.” 

In a hrnadcaA CoL Oaddafi said all the 
Falestinian organizations except Al F atah 
agreed that "from now on. Libya is essential 
to the Falestinian cause.”

NEW YORK. Jan. J 7 (AFP) — Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak has warned that 
" time is running (out) quickly” to reach an 
overall peace agreement for the Middle East. 

In an interview appearing in the issue of the 
U.S. magazine Newsweek, he said: "If the 
Palestinians and King Hussein could reach a 
quick agreement of settling their relations. 1 
think there will be no excuse for anyone not 
to start the negotiations on the West Bank 
and Gaza.” 

When asked, "would you propose 
including members of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (FLO) in that delega- 
tionT*. he replied: "Maybe. TTie PLO is 
everywhere, in the West Bank, even in the 
Umted States. Thai's not a problem." 

President Mubarak said the PLO should 
seize the opportunity provided by U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan's peace proposals last 
&ptember. "Its strong points should be 
implemented and the weak points should be 
put onto the negotiating table." 

He said his talks in Washington at the end 
of January wiD deal with ways to speed up the 
peace process.

Campaigning starts 
for Delhi civic poll 


NEW DELHL Jan. 17 (AFP) — Cam- 
paigning for administrative control of the 
Indian capital has begun, with Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhr s Congress (I) Party hitting the 
campaign trail first after her party's stunning 
debule in state elections earlier this month. 

.Mrs. Gandhi, who launched a strongly per- 
sonal campaign in the state elections, has 
announced she wOl be campaigning herself in 
the municipal poll next month. Her candi- 
dates for ^ the seats in the metropolitan 
council and municipal corporation are facing 
tough challenges from the rightist parties — 
Bharatiya Janata Party (Indian topic's 
Patty) led by former External Affairs Minis- 
ter Atal Behari Vajpayee, and the Janata 
(People's) Party, which ruled India for two 
years beginning in 1977. 

Colorifol posters have appeared in the city . 
streets, and Gandhi officials began the raDy 
part of the campaign by addressing 50 road- 
side meetings here Sunday. Traditionally, 
election campaigns in New Delhi are seen 
more as battles for prestige than for real 
power, since the 5f>-tncm&’r metropolitan 
council is essentially a debating forum and 
has no legislative power. 

The lOO-incmbers municipal corporation, 
however, frames local laws and runs day-ii>- 
day affairs of the Indian capital of (t. I million 
people. I'hc 1. 485-square kms territory is 
administered by three bodies — the met- 
ropolitan amncil. the municipal corporation 
and the Delhi Cantonment Board, which is 
managed by the anny with limited civilian 
participation. 

The Congress (I) Party has Sft candidates. 
Bharatiya Janata SO Janata 37 and indepen- 
dents 224. The remaining candidates are 
from smaDer panics. A total of 851 candi- 
dates are standing in the corporation elec- 
tions. with tbe Congress (I) offering can- 
didacies for 100 seats, Bharatiya Janata 9i. 
Janata 66, and independents 42J . There are 
also four candidates of the independent 


Communist Party Marxist (CPI-M) and vari- 
ous candidates smaller panies. 

Indian newspaper projections give tbe 
Bharatiya Janata and the Janata an advan- 
tage over the Congress (I). Riding on the 
anti-Gandhi wave that swept India in 1977 
following the two-year emergency rule, the 
Janata Party took power in troth bodies. 

But in March 1980, following Mrs. Gan- 
dhr s comeback that Januaiy, the council was 
dissolved. Similarly, the Janata-niled munic- 
ipal corporation was superseded by the fed- 
eral government in April 1 980, cutting down 
the life of the civic body by more than 14 
months. 

China names new party 
chief for Shandong 

PEKING. Jan. 17(R) — AnewCommun- 
ist Party chief has been appointed to run 
China's third most populous province in the 
latest rign of a reshuffle of pnwincial leaders, 
according to a local radio report available in 
Peking Mt>nday. 

The radio in the northern province of 
Shandong said tbe pn>vinee*s 76-yoar-(>Id 
ptirty chief. Bai Ruhing. had stepped down in 
favor of former Governor Su Yiran. Su's res- 
ignation a.s governor of Shandortg. where 74 
million people live, was disclosed last month. 
He was replaced by Liang Buting. previously 
party chief in the far western province of 
t.iin^ai. Both Su and Liang are members of. 
the ruling party central committee appointed 
last September. 

Diplomatic sources said extensive reshuff- 
les were in progress in several provinces as 
part of a move by China's strongman Deng 
Xiaoping and lus pragmatic associates to 
rejuvenate the country's bureaucracy, 
replacir^ elderly officials with younger sup- 
porters. New governors have been appointed 
recently in Fuiian province, opposite Taiwan, 
and Sichuan in the south west.

BRUSSELS, Jan. 17 (AP) — Several 
Zairian opposition leaders in exile, including 
former premier and foreign minister, Nguza 
KarM-Bond. have formed a "shadow 
cabirret" to bi^ng to an end the dictatorial rule 
of Zairian President Mobutu Sese &ko. 


Called ihe"Congolan Front forthe Resto- 
ration of Democracy,” it will be headed by 
Nguza. He said Friday, without elaborating, 
the group may also use force to overthrow 
Mobutu's one-party regime. Mobutu has 
ruled supreme for 17 years. The new organ- 
ization has developed a plan to restore the 
economy of Zaire, a Central African country 
of 2S million people whose foreign debt 
exceeds $5 biDion. 


Nguza was Zaire's foreign minister and 
premier several times in 1 970s — even after 
he was sentenced to death for treason in 1977 
— and quit as minister whfle on a visit to 
Brussels in 1981. Since then, he has pre- 
sented himself in speeches, among others to 
U.S. congressional panels, as a pro-Western 
alternative to Mobutu. 


Judge shot dead 
by IRA gunmen 


BELFAST. Jan. 17 lAFP) — Provisional 
Irish Republican Army f IRA) gunmen Mon- 
day shot dead one of the best-known judges 
in Northern Ireland as he was (earing a Bel- 
fast church. 

An elderly woman was also wounded by 
one of the four bullets aimed at Judge Wil- 
liam Doyle. The killing was carried out by 
two men who melted into the crowd and 
maile their getaway in a stolen car subse- 
quently found abandoned in the Catholic 
Andersonstown district. 

In a communique later, the "provotT' 
described Judge Doyle as a "prominent 
member” of the British "occupation forces" 
in Northern Ireland. His appointment as 
j udgu in 1 978 was a controversial one among 
both Protestants and his foDow-Catholics. In 
1980. he won a libel suit against the weekly 
The Economist after it alleged he had been 
nominated for his rel^ion rather than his 
legal ability. 

In May, 1981, Judge Doyle again made 
headlines by describing the Ulster Defense 
Association, a Protestant paramilitary organ- 
ization. as "rinister ‘ and jailing seven of its 
members for terrorist crimes. 


World Warn spy 
dies in Toronto 


TORONTO, Jan. 17 (AP) — Eric Cur- 
wain, the British secret agent whose radio 
message from a Warsaw attic told Britain that 
the Nazi invasion of Poland had started, has 
died at the age of S3. 

L'uTwain, who settled here after World 
War II. died in the veterans' wing of a 
Toronto hospital Saturday. He had long been 
stricken by severe arthritis and emphysema 
complicated in the last days of his life by 
pneumonia, doctors said. Curwain was a lin- 
guist. athlete, writer and a retired member of 
Britain's secret inteUigence service. During 
World War II. he recruited and trained 
Canadians for anti-Nari radio operations in 
South America, and enlbied Canadian parti- 
sans as saboteurs for Marshal *rito's forces in 
Vugoslavia. 

On a morning in September, 1939, Cur- 
wain hid beneath the rafters of the British 
Embassy in Warsaw and tapped out a morse 
code m'essa^ saying German planes had 
dropped thetr Brst bomb on Poland. 

Curwain. whose wife Vilma is a former 
miiftary code-breaker, was born in Cam- 
bridge. England, and served as a radio 
Operator forthe Royal Flying Corps in World 
War I. He joined the British secret service in 
Paris in 1 938 and at one point during World 
War II made an unsuccessful attempt to 
rescue Norway's King Haakon from the 
German occupation. 


2,000 W. Java houses 
destroyed by floods 


JAKARTA. Jan. 17 (AFP) — About 
2.000 houses in the West Java regency of 
Clrebon were inundated last weekend by 
floodwaters. as deep as one meter (yard) in 
some places, it was reported here Monday. 

Press reports said that more than 6(X) hec- 
tares ( 1 .500 acres) of paddy fields and sugar 
cane in Cirebon Regency and another 2.000 
hectares (4.950 acres) of cultivated land in 
Ciamis Regency were submerged when rivers 
in the area overflowed, destro^g dams and 
bridges. 

Damage has been estimated at some 
S2.‘>0.000. according to the Jakarta daily 
Kompas.

In the Fermilab machine, the l.UUU great 
2l)-foot magnets that make up the cireular, 
four-mile-long machine are bright blue, with 
eveiy founhone painted red. The magnets sit 
on fellow metal stands, which Wilson 
derigned whh decorative corners and scal- 
loped edges. The wires and other parapher- 
nalia are tucked neatly in steel tubes. Wil- 
son's machines are gorgeous. 

Fermilab is among the largest of the 
worlcf s laboratories, and all of its more than 
lUO buildings, 1.5UI) workers and perhaps a 
million tons of equipment were created as 
support for a single great piece of machinery. 

Physicists call it a panicle accelerator, 
newspapers an atom smasher. There are only 
a dozen of these machines in the world. The 
one at Fermilab is the most powerful But 
despite its great sire, the accelerator has no 
practical purpose. It manufactures nothing 
and makes no profit.' 

"Our work here is primarily spiritual,” says 
Wilson." We are concerned with the ultimate 
nature of matter.” 

At one time, when Wilson and I were rid- 
ing horses on the broad prairie around the 
Fermilab machine, we found ourselves head- 
ing toward an odd geographic feature about a 
quarter mile away where the ground rose up 
in a 20-foot berm. It was under this, in a 
concrete tunnel that the great machine was 
working. 

Tbe long, earthen mound stretched off to 
the light and left, curving out of sight. .Maps 
show that it curves around for four miles, 
completing a circle. The clearest sense of its 
size comes from photographs taken from a 
satellite about 300 miles in space. Tlie 
spreading towns and suburbs of the region 
appear as rag^d blotches. Against this b^k- 
ground is one sharp and almost perfect circle. 
The only feature on earth of such size and 
regularity, it stands out against the Midwest- 
ern landscape like a dandelion in short

LONDON (LPS) — The misery of who- 
r ying cou^. which tlus year has affected 
thousands of British batnes and children in 
what has been described as a near- 
epidemic. has brought into prominence the 
latest product of a small but growing drugs 
company based in Northern Ireland. 

For the cough medidne called Expulin 
made by Galen Ltd. at Craigavon is one of 
the few preparations that can be used to 
treat infan Kless than a year old. Tbe recent 
launch of the pediatric version of Expi^ 
coindded with the outbreak of whooping 
cough, which caught out many parents who 
had not had their cbfldren innoculated in 
time. 

Expulin's ingredients act to suppress 
coughing, to improve re^iration and to dry 
up mucus secretion. And. as it does not 
contain codeine, it can be given to infants 
under 1 2 months and has no unpleasant side 
effects such as constfoation. 

It is tbe careful researching and choice of 
products such as Expulin that has made it 
possible for a small concern like Galen to 
survive and prosper in the face of competi- 
tion from the giants of the raultinationa] 
pharmaceutical business. 

Galen is the result of a successful mar- 
riage of Ulster business real and the patron- 
age of government develc^ment grants. Set 
up on an industrial estate in the new town of 
Craigavon. it started with four products in 
I *^70. Since then It has never failed to make 
money and now holds 40 product licenses. 

Demand for Galen's 22 products, some 
of which are exported to mainland Europe, 
the Middle East and the Far East, has grown 
sufficiently for the company to plan a doub- 
ling of its production unit — w'itb the emp’ 
loyment of a further .50 workers on top of its 
present staff of 36 — during the next two 
years. 

The product list is wide ranging and 
includes iron tablets, vitamin ca^ules. 
anti-acids, cough medicine. tranqitilizeTS. 
and anti-diarrheal, sterilizing and wart 
removal preparations. The company's vet- 
crinaiy products include a very successful 
anti-mastitis dip for cattle. 

The strategy has been to identify market 
areas not served by the big companies. And 
where it does cla^ with the gjants. Galen 
aims to be cheaper — an important factor 
^^ith health budgets under pressure. 

Knowing where tbe gaps are is second 
nature to Galen's joint managing directors. 
Bertie Robinson and Allen MrClay. For 
Bertie was formerly a salesman for Orga- 
non. while Allen has worked for Glaxo. 
And their carefril choice of a broad spec- 
trum of products means that Galen is rela- 
tively unaffcaed by fluctuations in demand 
for i^rticular lines. 

Another key figure in the Galen story is 
the icchnical director. Dr. John-King. who is 


an authority on a sibstance called Glutaral- 
dehyde, from which the company has 
developed a range of products. 

Asep. a sterilizing fluid suitable for deli- 
cate surgical instruments that cannot be ris- 
ked in the conventional autoclave, was tbe 
company's first Glutaraldebyde jnoduct. 
After stringent testing by the Medical 
Research Council and screening for cross- 
infection at Dudley Road Hospital.

^recialist whom wc know well enough to lift 
the phone and contact on first name terms.'' 
explains . McClay. 

Another recent innovation. Diarrest — 
an anti-diarrtieal preparation which also 
replaces lost fluids and minerals — 
benefited from these professional and 
friendly links. Diarrest proved successful in 
clinical trials organized with the coopera- 
tion of general practitioners and hospitals in 
Northern Ireland. 

And the development of a veterinary 
product Laaosept — again based on 
Glutaraldebyde — was the result of cooper- 
ation across border with the Irish Republic. 
Clinical trials carried out by tbe Agricul- 
tural Institute at Mooipark. near Dublin, 
showed that this teat dip w'as more effective 
than other products in the prevention of 
mastitis in cattle. World patents have been 
taken out on Lactosept. which is afrea^ on 
sale in the United Kingdom, tbe Republic of 
Ireland, tbe Netherlands and Switzeriand. 
and which goes into New* Zealand next year. 

Collaboration like this has enabled Galen 
to overcome the problems of being a small 
concern with limited resources. And Dr. 
John King, the company's technical direc- 
tor. also acknowledges the support Galen 
receives from the Industrial Alienee Divi- 
sion (ISD) of the Department of Commerce 
in Northern Ireland. 

The ISD is headed by Dr. John McCuDins 
and provides l«)cal industry with assistance 
on research and development. Galen has 
found the division's sophisticated analysis 
fedUties. including atomic absorption spec- 
trnmetiy. to be invaluable when working on 
■ new drugs. Tbe division also has access to 
computer-based research data throughout 
the world, and can advise on the thorny 
pnibicms of patent protection. j

MIDEAST PEACE BIDS 


There appears ro be a two-pronged peace offensive in the 
region judging by the hectic pace of diplomatic activity that is 
going on at pre^nt. 

The first prong concerns the involvement of Jordan in the 
peace process and its relations with the. Palestine Liberation 
Organization. Jordanian-Palestinian talks have gone on nicely 
and the two sides seem set on developing closer relations in 
the near future. 

But it will be too early to expect any concrete results 
immediately in view of the many and grave hurdles that the 
two sides and their Arab supporters must surmount before 
they reach an agreement. 

The other prong is the stepped up Algerian mediation, with 
.Arab blessings, between Iraq and Iran to settle the costliest war 
in Islamic history. .Algeria has supported Iran in the fighting 
blaming Iraq for sparking the conflagration. But it is the 
nature of the fighting that has prompted and encouraged the 
Algerians to tr\’ their hand at mediation. 

Neither country is able to tip the balance of the war in its 
favor. Both are tired of the blcnxlshed and want an honorable 
way out. Iran is exhausted and has come to realize that it just 
cannot invade and occupy Iraq. Iraq is still strong enough to 
resist such an onslaught and many others outside it wiU not 
allow this to happen. There are simply too many risks in 
permitting Iran to conquer Iraq oreven to gain the upper hand 
in^hc fighting. 

Once again, the war is not about to end just because 
Algerian mediation has been enhanced and Iran appears 
interested in starting a dialogue whfle the artillery duels con- 
tinue unabated. Ne\'ertheless. this seems to be as good a time 
as any to probe Iranian intentions now that its armies are 
unprepared for a massive attack to settle the issue on the 
battlefield. 

Iraq too must be eager to stop fighting and start rebuUding. 
The w'ar has cost it heavily. It has shattered its economy and 
brought its oil exports almost to standstill. Very little has been 
achieved by it. 

Iraq has been proposing a peaceful settlement but Iran has 
refused to talk about it as long as its armies were still on the 
offensive. Afler the collapse of almost all its o^nsives, spe- 
cially the disastrous one on Basrah, it may be in a better mood 
to listen to the voice of reason.

WASHINGTON - 

Yuri Andropov turns out to be a man who knows 
how to take charge. He has flouted the conventional 
wisdom that there ought to be a period of internal 
struggle and consolidation before Andiopovism 
emerges in aO its glory. Almost the reverse has been 
the case. 

He took power quickly but far frutn completely. 
— he placed only a few loyalists in key positions, 
and without waiting began issuing policy pro- 
nouncements every other week. Hu is acting like a 
prince regent, who developed his own program long 
ago, but now at long last can prodaiin it in his own 
name. Although he modestly told the ceniral com- 
miitee he did not have all the answers, he is acting as 
if he does. 

He has been must active in foreign policy, of 
course. This flts his experience. After all, he spent 
the last 30 years involved in some aspects of foreign 
policy, and the last 2S years at Moscow Center. He 
was spared those laborious tours of duty in the 
provinces supervising harvests or ensuring that fac- 
tories met tteir norms, as Khrushchev and Brezh- 
nev did. Foreign policy provides a wide field for 
maneuver. A new investment program or restruc- 
turing of Soviet agriculture may in the end be more 
important but for now an offer to meet President 
Reagan commands international headlines. 

In his inaugural address to the central committee, 
he revived detente, on the one hand, and made a 
new overture to the Chinese, on the other. He 
refused to be insulted by the curt dismissal of his 
Chinese interlocutor, Huang Hua. or dissuaded by 
carping in the West. He skiUfuUy stitched together 
old arms control proposals into a new Andropov 
pJan. He held out the promise of reducing "hun- 
dreds'* of Soviet missiles in European Russia, down 
to the level of the British and French forces. He 
went on to suggest reductions of continental 
weapons by 25 percent. 

A week later he offered to meet Reagan at a 
summit, and finally he unveiled a new peace decla- 
ration in Prague (of all places), which included an 
offer for a non-aggression pact with the West. Not 
bad for 60 days.

It said the current momentum 
of peace process in the region 
should be preserved in order to 
make use of the present interna- 
tional situation. 

Commenting on the rece'm 
GCC oil ministers conference held 
in Bahrain. Al^Rfyadk said the 
council bad always tried to deal 
with oQ affairs on the basis of 
common interests while some 
other states had breached an 
accord on prices and ouqmt neces- 
sitating the coveoing of the OPEC 
ministerial meetiag^ in Geneva 
next week. (^A) 


These were intended to be the carrots, but there 
has also been a bundle of sticks. Andropov warned 
that he was not naive, would not disarm, nor beg for 
peace. He then proved it by threatening to build a 
new Russian VfX (which would be the fourth one) 
and a new Cruise missile. Reagan was charged with 
using the MX to violate the SALT Treaty: This at a 
time when the Soviets were again encoding their 
missile tests and preparing to test a second new 
misrile. Prawda wrote off the arms control negotia- 
tion as almost hopeless because of Western opposi- 
tion to peace, but then had the gall to attack the 
pope. Martial law was ostensibly lifted in Poland, 
but Lech Walesa was then openly denounced. An 
abrupt halt was called to any wishful thinking that 


the Soviets were about to pull out of Afghanistan, 
and in Syria a new base of Soviet anti-aircraft mis- 
siles is under construction. 

/t should not be too surprising that after the riow 
drag of Brezhnev's last years, tlw new regime has a 
more sprightly style. Andropov should be adept at 
what the Bolsheviks used to call ’’agitprop'' (agita- 
tion and propaganda). I'his has been one pan uf his 
punfolio in the Central Cummiltce and the KGB. 
His initiatives are well timed. At yeaf s end, as the 
United States was winding down a miserable 
lainc-duck Congress and a messy debate on the 
MX. the Soviets suiTud most of the intcrnaikmal 
headlines, while Andropov was still nuw enough to 
be an object of uuriosiiy. 

nMn: is another aspect to the Andropov style — 
a willingness to play hardball. It is nut so Vnuch thu 
nuw threats. If anything, Andropov talks softer than 
Brezhnev did in his last speeches. What is new is a 
tough scIf-LxmfIdence, if nut harsh cynicism. Take 
the handling of the pope. Almost everyone was 
stunned that the Soviets viciously attacked the pope 
in print, because it seemed to give substance to the 
charge of conspiracy in the assassination attempt. 
But this biazenness was its very virtue: a routine 
attack on the church has been standard Communist 
fare since 1917. But an open assault at this very 
moment commands immediate attention and shows 
who is really tough, all the more brazen when one 
considers that the Catholic church is ah important 
factor in the disarmament debates in the United 
States. 

Style can substitute for substance, but not for too 
long. Even Khrushchev became tiresome. Beneath 
the Andropov style there is little that is new. There 
has been talk of a summit for two years. Some of the 
disarmament schemes were already proposed in 
Geneva and turned down. The China overtures 
date back at least to Brezhnev's speech in Tashkent 
a year ago. Non-aggression pacts are among the 
hoariest of Soviet proposals. In short, it is Brezh- 
nevism without Brezhnev. 

But this is precisely the point. We are no longer 
confronted by Brezhnev's prudent plodding, but 
something akin to a disciplined Khrushchev. 
Brezhnev in his last years had settled down to 
trench warfare, digging in on all ftonts. Andropov is 
breaking out and declaring mobile warfere. 

The proclamation in Prague of a "struggle for 
peace" is the telltale sign. Over the past 2U to 3(J 
years, the Communist parties have issued a dozen 
similar peace declarations. As a central committee 
offlcial in the international department. Andropov 
must have helped draft many of them. So he has 
been around this track before. 

There is a serious, substantive side to Andropov’s 
maneuvers. Brezhnev brought Soviet policy to a 
dead end after the Afghan invasion. The Chinese 
broke off their negotiations vrith him, the West 
drew back from detente, and NATO went ahead 
with a missile rearmament program dinseted gainst 
Soviet territory. Brezhnev reacted slowly and 
unsurcly. Andropov realizes that 1983 wiU be a 


decisive year in Europe given the plan to begin 
deploying American missile 1^ the end of the year 
if there is no satisfaaoiy outcome in the Geneva 
negotiations. He has grasped what the Americans 
are slow to accept; that there is a struggle for the 
hearts and minds of Europe, and the Geneva arms 
control negotiations are not only a technical exer- 
cise in rearranging missiles. Between now and the 
West German elections in March, the contest is in 
the very realm of agitprop. 


This year may well be a decisive period in shaping 
a new Sino-Sovict relationship. Brezhnev had vir- 
tually produced an endrelcmcni of Russia- He 
unsuccessfully tried to break out in A^hanisian. 
What Andropov has in mind is breaking up thu 
uncireicinunt by weaning away China and 
America's European allies. That Is his game, and he 
is off to a fast start. He is leading from strength. 
Unlike previous peace offensives, which were 
really defensive, this time Andropov can exploit a 
fluid political situation in Europe and even in the 
United States on issues of nuclear weapo.ns and 
peace. There will be elections in Germany, Great 
Britain. Italy and the United States in the next two 
years. Nuclear issues will figure on all of them. 

The Atlantic Alliance is bedeviled by intractable 
problems of political and economic relations, nuc- 
lear strategy and disarmament tactics. Andropov 
offers an ea^ way out. He also knows that the 
Chinese are uneasy and uncertain and in a mood to 
drop their insistence on Soviet concessions in 
A^anistan and Indochina. He may even escape 
without any (noop reductions on Slno-Soviet bor- 
ders. What Andropov senses is that he has an 
unusual chance to make some cheap gains. 

The paradox is that he is also leading fioifl some 
fundamental weaknesses. He is gambling that quick 
fixes in foreign poliqr will strengthen bis position at 
home, much as Malenkov tried to do after Stalin's 
death. His position is much stronger than Malen- 
kov’s of couise, but he stiO must build up bis own 
power structure. And this can only be at the 
expense of the old Brezhnev politbuio. 


Moreover, he has no experience in economic pol- 
icy or agriculture. He seems to hint at the need for 
basic reforms, but all of bis years in Soviet politics 
must warn him that reforms challenge the very 
bureaucratic structure that put him into the top job. 
So he needs time to develop an economic policy, but 
he must gather power as quickly as possible. Fore- 
ign policy is thus the easiest place to start. Most of 
£e politbuio can happily go ^ong with still another 
peace appeal. As long as he has the support of 
Marshal Ustinov and the professional mflitaiy plus 
Gromyko, he is in fairly gc^ shape. But he may not 
want to remain beholden to the military for too 
long. Ustinov may be in the same position as 
Marshal Zhukov in 1957, when he was purged after 
helping Khrushchev to defeat Malenkov and 
Molotov. 

Thus, in the end, if there is to be Andiopovism, 
there will have to be some de-Brezhnevization. 


Poland tightens censorship regulations

WARSAW — 

Poland in the first weeks after the suspension of 
martial law is like an enormous metaphorical buil- 
ding site. Everywhere there are old structures, some 
ruinous (like Solidarity), some merely standing 
empty (like the institutioo of martial law itself)- 

And there are also new buildings appearing: the 
emergency laws passed by parliament to replace 
miiiiaiy discipline, institutions which are mere 
blueprints without even foundations so far (for 
instance, the possibility of a new constitution in 
which Gen. Jaruzelski would become a SL>rt of Gaul- 
list strong president), and webs of scaffolding con- 
taining structures as yet too weak to stand by them- 
selves. 

Hie Poles find this atuation confusing. NobcTdy 
seems quite sure which regulations passed under 
martial law are still in force or. indeed, whether the 
suspending of martial law has changed life for the 
better or the worse. Censorhip is in many cases 
growing harsher. The cultural associations suspen- 
ded after Geo. Jaruzelsld took ftiU poweR on Dec. 
13 1 981, the unions of writers and film-makers for 
instance, have not returned to life. Instead, a law 


some 50 years old has been resurrected which can 
keep them inactive for another six months of proba- 
tion. 

There is no amnesty for the several thousand 
prisoners convicted under martial law. and so far a 
promised grant of selective pardons has not begun. 

One of the new structures stHl in scaffbldhig is 
PRON — the Pairiotic Movement for National 
Rebirth. Founded in July 1 **82. seven months after 
the imposition of martiai iaw. PRON's rathervague 
purpose is to act as a broad collecting-pool for 
public opinion which supports the regime of Gen. 
Jaruzelski. As most Poles still regard this govern- 
ment with at least passive hostility, the pool has not 
so far collected very much. But local PRON groups, 
perhaps at official prompting, began at the end of 
last year to ask local authorities to release inter- 
nees: a request which was usually granted. How- 
ever. the proposal by PRONsprovisional executive 
for an amnesty for those ci^nvicted under mania] 
law was rejected. 

PRON’s ambition is to be 'authentic — to be 
accepted as a genuine, rather than offidaUy 
inspired, expression of what ordinary people want 
and think. Here, the main problem U the attitude of 


the Catholic church, without whose endorsement 
nolx^y daiming to represent independent Polish 
opinion can hofre to be taken seriously. 

Although PRON’s aatiooal chairman is the 
Catholic writer Jan Dobrasynski. Cardinal Jozef 
Glemp. the prmate. has so far reftised to recognize 
PRON or receive its leaders. let alone to encourage 
the feithful to ioin it. Some pro-govenuoent 
Catholic associations like Pax support PRON. but 
independent lay Catholic groups, of whidi 7-waif 
(the sign) is the most imponant. back the piinsate’s 
attitude. 


At p^nt. PRON’s chances of achieving 
‘autbentidt/. or gaining genuinely wide siqjport. 
do not look bright. The regime, though rather 
obviously disappointed with PRON’s performance 
in its eariy months, seems determined to cany on 
die experiment, on the prindple diac at' least an 
appearance of 'dialogue' between rulers and ruled 
muse be achieved 


No doubt PRON. in whatever task is finally giveii 
to it. will be formally powerful. But the scathmg 
comments of ordinary Poles suggest that it is ' 
unlikely to be respected by the population. (OI^ 


Here, too, Andiojrov is showing.a subtle style. His 
minions are privately ^nbnndng Brezhnev for the 
last years of disaster beginning with j^hanisitan. 
But puMfely Andropov pfedgescontmiiity and duti- 
fully renames vQlag^ andidty squares for the late 
general secretary. 

How do we ck^ with aO of this? Oei^'nly not by 
counter-punching, awaiting e^h new ^yiet move, 
then carefully explaining why' it is unacceptable- 
That njay .be.spUnd a sure loser-fn 

the shoirt lAn. We need to maneuver,'and^shbuld' 
be able to do quite wen. Androiix>v needs a sumniit 
meeting as a sign of legitimacy. Reagan can^live 
without it. Thus, wc take charge of the'tiroing 
and the terms, Until .nw^ we Nave defined the 
framework of mgjor arms redudidha, ~and the 
Soviets have moved in our direction, nrhe predifent 
should now unleash his chief negotiator. Paul Nitze, 
who has the skill and - experience to discover 
whether there is any room, for compromise. This 
sig^ of fleabflity win put . Andropov- back on the 
defensive, please our allies, and m^hteven lead to a ' 
surpr&ing^y acceptable .outcome. A prudent deci- 
sion to preserve the MX wiU' also, strengthen our 
hand in Geneva, especially if the new leobmmenda- 
rions relate a new plan to mi arms control strategy. 

We can compete in China much more easHy than 
Andropov, We have no.ftmdamental conflfets with 
the Chinese, but the Soviet certainly do. There is a 
limit to how far Andropov can really ^ in with- 
drawing troops along- the- border if he wants to 
retain the support of bis mOiiaiy. But we can go 
quite far in providing modern technology and even 
some military assistance to Peking. 

FindJy, we need to bear in mind that Andropov 
has put on a dazdlng di^lay because he is a man in a 
huny. At the next regida^ scheduled party con- 
gress in March 1986, he will be admost 72. Thus, the 
next three yeare are critical for him, Tlus should 
give the president considerable feverage, if be 
intends to run for re-election.- 

Two months ago,. everyone was. asking: Who is 
Yuri Andropov? What did be dp m Uimgaiy? Does 
he really speak English? — etc. Now we know that 
whatever else he may be, or may have.beeh, he is a 
shrewd tactician, adept at the game of politics at 
home and abroad. After a tbre^year respite, the 
great game with the USSR is on again, and we will 
have to start playing h soon lest we fall behind in 
points.

Tlie Law of the Sea Convention and its two 
major institutions took effect Dec. lU. The 
insututions are International Seabed Author- 
ity to govern the “Enterprise** from Jamaica 
and the Tribunal of the Law of the Sea to 
handle disputes from Hamburg. West Ger- 
many. 

The main question in the minds of all par- 
ticipants is: just bow effective can they be 
witinm U..S. participation, and vice versa? 

Tbe U.S. and its allies are the only nations 


with the technology to exploit the billions of 
doUare worth of nickel, copper, cobalt and 
manganese known to be on the floor of tbe 
Pacific Ocean. Even the U.S. mining interests 
most opposed to the convention doubt, how- 
ever, whether they can raise the money to 
develop mining sites while their country 
remains outride the treaty. 

Tbe cost of developing a single rite has 
been estimated between $1.5 billion and S2 
billion. It is considered unlikely that financial 
institutions would risk that kind of money on 
a venture when spoils are certain to s(»rk a 
thk dispute before the ^w of the Sea Tri- 
bunal or tbe Jmeraational Court of Justice. 

And if the U.S. elects to go H alone and 
finance national miners to prospect the 
oceans, it would face the added burden of 
ha^dng to insure them ^inst the politkal 
risk of trespassing on claims struck by other 
nations under tbe International Seabed 
Aiuhori^. 

Given either scenario, American offtctals 
close to the Law of the Sea negotiations have 
conceded that there is little doubt the courts 
would rule in favor of claims by a s^arory 
state. 

It is in nobody's interest for the U.S. to 
remain aloof from the convention and if the 
long histoiy of the talks is any indication, a 
way will eventually be found for U.S. to join 
the fold. 

Tbe Law of the Sea talks were launched 
with a push from U.S. President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, endorsed by Richard Nixon and 
bieaed by Jimmy Carter. Now, even if they 
are temporarily snagged economically on the 
free enterprise sandbar created by President 
Reagan, hope remains that reason would 
float it clear again on the U.S. eteciion tide of 
1984. 


Paris homeless on the increase

PARIS (R) — Amid the opulence of Paris, 
Jeaih Pierre is a nark symbol of poverty and 
desfttir. 

Homeless, penniless and jobless, he flaunts 
rather than conceals bis misery. EmH d^« he 
crouches for several hours in ibe street with 
his head bowed, a cupped hand outstretched 
and a placard at his foet. 

It says: J *ai Faim. (I am hungry). 

There are scores of men Uke Jean-Pierre, a 
brotherhood of uofommates who by acci- 
dent, bad luck or inabOi^ to co^ are cot off 
from the wealth of sodety. 

Not to be confused with the inuiitional 
Paris dochards, those .trutnps wW live, ^ M .. 
undej^grouhd exisrence by cholb^^ mdn. 
ate. members of .wtraLhas .b^me 
“\he new poor." . - 

Ironierily, tlw name .Was coined by.tbe ',. 
SovKt news agpncy Tass which reported from 
Paris that the number of poor wre so bi^ that 
a French social service group was dbtzibuting 
soup in the streets. 

The report jolted public recognition of the 
scale of the problem. 

Because of thie inundation of its stations by 
dropouts seeking. warath, Che ^ris Metro' 
has cooperated tbei govern ment in oreax- ' 

ing almost400 temporary winter beds fortbe 
homeless. 

The number of homeless .in Paris has risen 
from 5,000 to 8,000 since 1976 with the bulk 
of the incie^ occurring rince 1 980. A prim- 
ary cause has bMii worsening tmemitioyweat ' 
now standing at two. million nationwide. 

The new poof also include ille^ immig- 
rants^ .releakd prisoners who have, never 
managed toTesiime.a stable life, tbe unedu- 
cated and sometimes the slightly mad. 

They are • getting younger. While jnany 
traditional ejoebards are middle-aged or 
elderly, more than a third oftbe street people 
known to Bapsa, the police depaitnrent 
re^nsible for them, are under 30. 

Tbe story of Jean-Pierre, a tall, disheveled . 
30-yearK>ld who declined to give his real 
name, is not untypicaL He tells it with an air 
of disbelief, bewildered by the rapidity of his 
descent.. Four months, agp, he had a job, a 
home and a ^mingly secure future. . 

The fatal moment w» tbeclosim of small 
factory in eastern France where he woiked as 
a storeman: 

Jean-Pierre decided;to try to find work in 
Paris. He arrived whb $300 and set up.base in 
a small hotel. 

Whhin four weeks, be was broke and on 
the streets.

“ I realize now that 1 started out with too 
many fllusions," be said. “1 would get up 
early, buy the newspapers for the jobs vacant 
advertisements and then start telephoning.

Things became bad for Jean-Pierre with 
tbe onset of winter ud he crossed another 
frontier by starting to beg. 

“ When you are sufficiently desperate, the 


difficulties melt away. You gjve (ess of a 
damn what people think." 

Such men are an incieasiagly common 
sight, sitting cross-legged and motionless in 
front of luxury food shops and jewelers in the 
richest parts of Piuris. 

Their presence is a disturbing contrast with 
the sleekness of tbe French capital which vis- 
itois from the prorinces say they find particu- 
larly striking

about Guo: although not young, he attended 
courses in. forestry, a particulmiy desirable 


subject in China these days, where years of 
ruthless tree-foiling have led to derication 
and flooding; be has abandoned oi^aiy 
forming for a spedality: he has made a lot of 
money, and is prepared to ^nd it on local 
projects, rather than expecting the 
authorities to pay all the Inlls. 

Further shattering the Maoist dream of 
rural austerity and egalitarianism — now 
treated as a red{>e for medooity — Wan Li 
praised tbe pea^tsi for creating the 
“responsibility system.*’ in which they strike 
individual contracts with the state and keep 
whatever excess they produce for their own 
profit. 

Away with “leftism.” the current 
codeword for Maoian. Wan Li urged, with its 
leader-worship. Its mass campaigns, and hs 
inevitable riiortages, which until recently, he 
disclosed, resulted in 1.50 inilUon peasants 
being perpetually short of food. 

What is needed, in Wan's opinion, is fewer 
traditional farmers, dependent on nature's 
vagaries, and more, better trained, agricul- 
tu^ technicians. The State win iimit itself to 
transportation, energy production and vast 
irrigation projects beyond the purses and the 
abilities of focal eotre^neurs. 

What is bound to be unpopular wrtii 
peasants is Wan Lfs advice on thrift. There 
should be 1^ money spent on extravagant 
weddings and frinerals. Chipa's rural masses, 
who axe still deeply traditional, might arit. 
Wan U what else their new lidies are for?

MANILA (Depthnews) — Tbe dive is 
deep, and maybe worth trillions of dollars, 
but the sound and fury over mining the 
un>ri(fs seabeds might be much ado about 
nothing. 

TTiere k wealth for the taking down there: 
potato-sized, black, crumbly !um{>s of 
metal-bearing noudules scattered over tbe 
floor of tbe ^cifie and Indian oceans. The 
proMem. like for a similar bounty of oil 
deposits, is how to get iL 

Worse, predictions of substantial deep-sea 
mining in tbe near future might also be wild 
off the mark. 

But the dilute over the exploitation of the 
seabed has dragged the Sea Law Conference 
for almost a decade until its signing late 1982. 
The longest part of the convention, and the 
one over which the conference devoted most 
of its time, is the future regime for exploring 
and exploiting the bottom of the deep ocean 
in areas beyond the continental shelf of any 
country. 

Lying on or just below the deep seabed are 
nodules which contain not only manganese 
but also nickel, cobalt and copper, and are 
e^mated to amount to between one and 
eight billion umis. Those in the Pacific alone 
could be worth between S3.000 and $24,000 
billion. 

Dbcovered more than 1 00 years ago. the 
nodules are concentrated in a belt in the 
Northern Pacific and in patches around 
underwater volcanic mountain ranges. A rich 
deposit has recently been discovered in the 
Indian Ocean & hich India plans to survey and 
exploit with aid from West German. French 
and Danish firms. 

The fist-sized lumps on tbe Pacific floor 
have already attracted eight major consortia 
from as many countries. The groups have 
reportedly s(>ent at least S200 million on 
erqrioration and research into methods of 
scooping the nodules to the surfoce and 
transporting them to land-based smelters. 
Costly mining technology developed by sev- 
er^ Western companies is required to scoop 
up the nodules from a depth of three miles or 
more. 

The companies want an adequate return on 
this investment; they foel the treaty is restric- 
tive on private enterprise. The conference 
has adopted a scheme protecting such 
Investments by virtually guaranteeing the 
companies will receive seabed mining con- 
tracts as long as they are sponsored by a state 
parry to the convention. An cx|»ndcd 
sebeme now cncimipascs state or private ■ 
enten^fses from Japan. India, the Soviet 
Unkm. five ct^nsortia from North America 
and Western Humpe. with nx>m left for 
future investments developing countries. 

The niaior Issue which prompted the Uni- 
ted States to reject the convention is a basic 
disagreement over how the ocean flix>rs 
should be mined. While tbe conference felt 
the mineral dept«its should be shared by all 
mankind, tbe U.S. foeU tbe volume of 
minerals mined should be greatly cased, and 
that there must be no requirements for 
American corporations to share advanced 
technology. Tbe ocean flextr contains at least 
three minerals crucial to American defense 
interests: nickel, manganese and cobalt 

Still. Professor E.S.W. Simpson believes 
that “no big corporations, in tbe U.S. or else- 
where. currentiy have the ca{»bility for 
deep-sea exploration although it i${>ossible in 
the future that big consortia can make such an 
e^rt.” Prof. Simpson is the president of the 
Scientific Committee on Oceanic Research 
(^OR) which has made an assessment of 
available marine minerals. 

He believes that profitable deep-sea 
mining could be a century away although 
optimistic speculation of mming manganese 
nodules has been made for 20 years now. 

More promising, be says, are deposits of 
pbo^bate in some areas under the relatively 
shaDow waters of tbe continental shelves, like 
off New Zealand. “But at present there is no 
shortage of phosphates.** be says. “It is a 
question of incentives, what tbe world is short 
of. Such deep-sea mineral deposits are not 
economically viable now and probably in tbe 
next decade.'* Economically attractive now is 
petroleum, proven by oCfrbore oil and gas 
development in tbe North Sea. the Arctic, off 
Canada's east coast. Mexico and Indonesia. 

There are also other more attractive min- 
eral marine wealth — tin along tbe coast of 
Malaysia, diamonds near tbe Namibian coast, 
and sand and gravel off the Netherlands. But 
these are tbe exceptions rather than tbe nxle. 
Professor Simpson adds. 

An SCOR report on the future of ocean 
research also cautions that ore grade man- 
ganese nodules are not uniformly distributed 
in economically interesting areas, although 
quite large variations, particulaify in abun- 
dance. can occur localty. 

The rtfKnt also notes that while nearshore 
minerals have received les attention over tbe 
past decade, there will be an mcreasing inter- 
est m them over the next two decades. Tbe 
increasing price of certain metals, par- 
ticularly gold and platinum, will be one 
reason. Developments in exploration and 
TT p pin g techniques wfl] benefit exploration 
for less valuable casaterite and li^t heavy 
mineral sands, for instance. 

Another reason is tbe location of almost all 
shaHn w water mineral deposits within the 
Exclusive Economic Zones not ^ject to 
international laws and can be exploited at tbe 
of coa^ states. 

While offshore areas wfl] increasingly 
become important for oil production, they 
are still largely unexplored for many reasons. 
Cost is one. Technology has also not yet been 
developed for drilling safely in deep water. 
Perhaps more fundamental is simply that 
man knows very little about the oil {wtentials 
of the seas. 

During (he Joint Oceanograffliic Assembly 
last August, developwg countries were war- 
ned that unless they increase their scientific 
capabilities, they wfl] be unable to take 
advantage of the new economic zone estab- 
lished by tbe Law of tbe Sea Treaty.

Whitewater rafting

NEW YORK — Quick, thrilling runs 
through the rapids followed by long, tran- 
quil rides on calm w>atcr were the pattern of 
our recent daylong. 24-kilonieter 
Whitewater raft trip down the New River 
Gorge National River in West Virginia, in 
the Eastern United States. 

I had arrived in Thurmond. West Vir- 
ginia. on the banks of the New River, the 
previous afternoon with several colleagues 
for our annual trip through the New River 
Gorge sponsored by Wildwater 
Expeditions Unlimited to benefit National 
Parks & Conservation Association 
(NPCA). Jon. Tom and Chris Dragan. 
proprietors of Wildwater and ardent cham- 
pions of wilderness, had worked closely 
with NPCA to get this sectii^n of the New 
River included in the U.S. National Park 
System. That effort was successful in 1 978. 
when Congress authorized 1 06 kilometers 
of the New River in West Virginia as a 
national river to be managed by the U.S. 
National Park Service. As further evidence 
of their commitment, the Dragans donated 
tbe earnings from this day’s trip to NPCA to 
help carry on its conservation work. 

At $.00 in tbe evening everyone assemb- 
led at the park pavilion, and we met other 
river runners who had arrived from various 
places— some from as far away as the states 
of Ohio. Pcnn.syivama. New Serxy. and 
New York. 

Jim Dragan explained that ’wx* ci>uld 
cbi>i»se to ride dt»wn one of two .section.^ of 
the river. People who wanted u leisurely 
ride with easy rapids would be shuttled 26 
kilometers upriver. Tbiwc wh«> wanted a 
more challenging ride on some of the best 
whhewatcr rapids in the Eastern United 
Stales would start their trip at camp, raft 24 
kilometers dmvnriver thn>ugb some 19 
major rapids, and be shuttled luck to camp 
at the end of the day. I chose downriver. 


Promptly at 7.15 the next morning. Jon 
began a safety lecture. He showed us how to 
fasten the life jackets, how to brace oursel- 
ves in the rafts, and what to do should we 
fall out of the raft. Emphasizing that 
whiteu-ater rafting is a participation sport. 
be demonstrated several basic paddle 
strokes. Then we were issued life jackets, 
wateiproof bags for our personal belon- 
gings. and paddles; and we climbed awk- 
wardly into the rafts for our day's adven- 
ture. 

We ran several rapids, then stopped for 
lunch on a rocky beach. 

Then, wc piled into our rafts again and set 
out for the biggest and roughest of the New 
River Gorge's rapids. Now tbe walls of the 
canyon grew ever higher and steeper as the 
river cut dee{>er into the layers ^ ancient 
sedimentary rock, until the run towered 
more than 300 meters above us. 

Huge boulders lay in the river, and 
tributary streams added their rushing 
waters to the river. Tbe rides through the 
ra{»ds became wilder and lasted longer. We 
paddled furiously through them, but many 
times we stroked air as the rafts bucked 
madly thrni^h the churning waters. 

Each rapid seemed more turbulent than 
the precediing one. and we anticipated each 
new challenge with a mixture of eagerness 
and anxiety. 

Some 24 kilometers from our starting 
point, wc ran a final turbulent npki. Then 
we beached tbe rafts on the left shore, 
where a truck and a bus were waiting to take 
us back to ramp. 

The bus climbed a namrw n>ad out of the 
gorge. From this vantage the river seemed 
merely a rilver ribbon and the rapids mere 
white ruffles on its surface. But wc knew 
otherwise, for we bad just been there. Wc 
had {Participated. And now the river would 
live within us forever.

Woodcutter’s double life 
worries Reagan’s aides

WASHINGTON (LOS) — Dennis UB- 
lanc. a 36-year-old former California cop. 
draws a salary of $58,500 — a lot of money 
for a youngish man. even if he does carry the 
grand title of assodate administrator for {X)l- 
icy analysis and development in the U.S. 
Federal Commerce Department's National 
Telecommunications and Information 
Administration. 

But now it has been revealed that that 
mouthful of a job description obscures LeB- 
lanc's princi{>a] duties, which appear to l>e 
chopping logs and building fences at Presi- 
dent Regan's mountaintop ranch outside 
Santa Barbara in California. These kinds of 
tasks are not usually carried out by a highly- 
{»id federal officii, and not everyone in 
Washington is satisfied that the taxpayer is 
getting value for money. 

However, prominent amongst those 
unperturbed by what some commentators 
caU a scandal is. natmuUy enough, the presi- 
dent faimself. who got to knowLjeBlanc ten 
years ago when he was assigned to then Gov- 
ernor Read's security team. A friendship 
ensued, and when Rea^n left the governor- 
ship. LeBlanc went to help manage tbe ranch. 

When Reagan came to Washington aspres- 
ident two years ago. the faithful LeBlanc was 
once again in attendance, this time in the 
White House “office of fecial su{>(>ort ser- 
vices.” frx>m where seven months ago it was 
but a short step to his present high-flown 
situation. But his duties at the Reagan ranch 
remained fairly constant throughout these 
promotions, and he was in Santa Barbara for 
rivo of his first five months in his new posi- 
tion. 

When questioned by re{X)rters about his 
professioxia] life. LeBlanc said; “I feel per- 
fectly at ease with it" His assigned de{>art- 
ment was “not a day-to-day hotbed of 
activity.’’ although “I do call in and find out 
how things are going." 

According to the chief White House 
S{>okesinan. the president takes a similar 
relaxed view of LeBlanc' s out-of-office 
activities. “I don’t thinlf be has any quarrel 
with what Dennis is doing. Ife .said he plan- 
ned to have Dennis go out there with him 
again" — an assertion which sane here find 
insendtive. coining from a {jresident who is 
about to agree to swingeing {nri:^ exfrendi- 
mre cuts that fell harshly on America's 
growing army of unemployed and {)Oor. 

LeBlanc does have re^nsdbfli^ for over- 
seen^ security arrangements at the ranch, 
but it is quite clear that both his Washington 
job and the freedom he enjoys to do wide- 


ranging work on the estate stem from his long 
assodauon with Reagan. Some news{)a{>ers 
now cha^ that these seeming abuses, and 
the uncritical manner with which they are 
dealt by the White House, are indicative of an 
attitude shared by many in the higher reaches 
of tbe Administration. 

Over the past two years a number of senior 
Reagan officials have' been revealed as 
drawing a pretty thin line between public 
morality and private gain. and. unless their 
heads are wanted for other reasons — as was 
Richard Alien's. Reagan's first National Sec- 
urity Adviser, who accepted $1,000 and 
three wrist watches donated by a Ja{)anese 
journalist anxious to interview Mrs. Reagtm 

— they survive with the president’s blessing. 
Minor corruption is almost endemic in 
American {>ublic life, and a first-time risitor 
to the United States would be amazed not 
only by the frequency of scandal re{X>ns. but 
also by the casual attitude often taken to 
quite serious abuses off {mbltc trust. Former 
President Nixon left a baleful le^cy that 
seems to mean that an offidal actually has to 
be failed before it is considered im{KO(}er for 
him to remain in office. 

Even when someone does go to jail.; he can 
usually count on a warmish welcome on 
release and lucrative yaking engagements 
and book contracts, such as virtually ^ those 
jailed over Watergate later enjoyed. 
Although this free-wheeling ethos is by no 
means confined to the Reagan administration 

— Congressmen fen from grace tike ninepins 
if given halfa chance, and state and munici{>al 
government throw up continual corruptions 
— it does particular barm to a preadent who 
is widely {WFceived as being on the side of the 
haves against the have-nots. 

If unem{)Ioyed black mothers are being 
rigorously vetted to prevent “fraud and 
afeise" in welfare handouts, dubious prac- 
tices and nest-feathering at the top stand out 
as all the more offensive. 

Reagan’s natural habitat is amongst Ul- 
rich-quick Californians, with whom he sur- 
rounded faiinself over tbe New Year, and 
whose morality m^t fairly be said to be 
business rather than public service. It is also 
in his nature to be sympathetic toward people 
he knows, and. whatever the furore, one can 
ex{>ect LeBanc to continue cutting brush at 
Santa Bari>ara. 

Bul if Reagan decides to make a second 
run for tbe White House, LeBlands double 
life will be there to haunt his chances, along- 
side the oot-forgotten issue of Nancy 
Reagan's designer dresses and the replace- 
ment of tile House dinner service at a 
cost of $225,000.

East Germany ^ , 
fails to attain Poles 
economic goals 


DHAKA, Jan. 17 (R) — Ban^des^ one 
of the world's poorest countries, is striving to 
salvage its mainly agricultuTal economy by 
revit^izing flagging industries. 

Military ruler Muhammad Ershad said 
recently the government wanted industry to 
develop and to complement agriculture. He 
said industrial policy had been liberalized to 
attraa foreign investment and give the dor- 
mant private sector greater freedom. 

Gen. Ersbacf s concern at the ailing 
economy was echoed the central bank in a 
report earlier this month comparing 
economic indicators for the year which ended 
in June with those for the previous year. 

The report said agricultural production 
dropped about 0.6 percent after previously 
rising 7.1 percent, industrial output rose 
about three percent compared with 8.8 per- 
cent before, and the gross domestic product 
(GDP) rose only 0.9 percent after a 6.1 per- 
cent rise the previous year. 

Successive crop failures have forced Bang- 


ladesh continually to rely on international 
charity. Dhaka wfll have to seek nearly five 
million tons of food aid this financial year, 
about two mnUon tons more than last year. 

Agriculture has so far remained the prime 
soarce of employment because no major 
industiy, either public or private, has grown 
in the past 11 years since Bangladesh's sep- 
aration from Pakistan. 

Harsh ofiSdal measures have di^uraged 
investment The first government under 
^leikh Mujibur Rahman nationalized all pri- 
vate industiy, including foreign companies, 
but failed to promote industrial growth with 
the necessaiy funds and technology. 

Ziaur Rahman announced some steps to 
promote foreign investment but continued 
political instability kept investors away. 

The present government is making a major 
effort to woo foreign funds and has allowed a 
number of foreign banks to open branches to 
provide funds for new industrial projects. 


U.S. satellite station for China 


EAST BERLIN. Jan. 17 (R) — A year- 
end economic repon of the East German 
government statistics ofSce shows the coun- 
try fruled to meet almost all its 1982 
economic targets. 

The report. pubUshed in the ofBc^ Com- 
munist daily /fetus D€Htiektmd, said 

direct government-run industry increased its 
output 43 percent compared with a target 
.^.1 percent and in the rest of the economy, 
pro^ction was up 3.2 percent against a 
target 4,6 percenL 

As revealed by par^ leader Erich Honec- 
ker in his new yearis message, satimtal 
income, the Communist equivalent of gross 
national product, rose by three percerrt 
against a target of 4.8 peirent. 

Average earnings rose in 1982 by three 
percent to 1 .075 marks a month but a foor 
percent rise had been planned. 

However, efforts put into increasing 
exports to deal with the shortage of hard cur- 
rency are reflected in an export growth of 14 
percent, although two thirds of these were to 
other Soviet bloc states. 


PEKING. Jan. 17 (AFP) — The United 
States is planning to supply (Thina with a 
ground satellite tracking station to receive 
transmissions for scientific purposes but 
which may also have military applications. 

New China News Agency (NCNA) quoted 
the Chinese Academy of Sciences as saying 
Monday that a contract was signed last month 
bL’tween the Peking government and the 
American company U.S. Systems and 
Applied Sciences Corporation to siifrply a 
Landsat ground station, and that it would be 
delivered to China shortly. 

The station will enable China to receive 
information from the U.S. satellite system 
Landsat on agriculture, oil exploitation, 
natural gas. mineral resources and other sci- 
entific i^rmation. the agency said. 

But when the question of supplying China 
with the station came up three years ago. 
official U.S. sources said that the station's 
sophisticated equipment, which included 


recorders and computers could be used for 
mDitary purposes. 

The announcement of the contract bet- 
w^a China and U.S. Systems and Applied 
Sciences Corporation, a high teduiology 
electronics company, comes just two weeks 
before U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz’s arrival in Peking. His visit will doubt- 
less be dominated by tire thorny problems in 
Sino-American relations. 


Turkey plans to buy 
5m tons of Iran oil 


NCNA. quoting a spokesman for the 
Space. Science and Technology Center in 
Peking, gave a fong view of the station's sd- 
entific applications which include agriculture, 
the environment, geologrcal structures, and 
forecasting natural disasters. 

The agency gave no indication of the cost 
or the location of the station, but reliable 
Western sources said h would probably be 
tituated about 100 kms (6.5 miles) from 
Peking. 


ANKARA, Jan. 1 7 (R) — Tiirkey will bt^ 
five million tons of oil Iran this year, 
costing 51.) billjoii. Turkish Minister of 
Energy and Technrilogy FahirUker said at 
Istanbul airport before leaving on an o^ial 
visit to Iran. 

The minister said that apart from signing 
the oU purchase agreement conperatiem on 
other energy issues, mainly natural gas and 
the oil pipeline, wfl] be discussed. 

Turkey has completed feasibility studies, 
as was decided last ^pteraber. on both the oO 
pipeline scheme to send Iranian oil to Europe 
through Turkey, and natural gas to Turkey.

Dashing government hopes 

Poles display solidarity in sbnnnii^neify 


WARSAW, Jan. 17 (AP) — Cfommuoist 
authorities admit that most Polish workers 
are refusing to join new goveinment- 
sanctioned unions that officials hope will 
replace the outlawed Solidarity labor federa- 
tion. 

“There is a boycott everywhere," said 
Stantslavr Ciosek, mmisier for trade union 
affeirs, Reriscance is greatest in the “ stron- 
gholds of Solidarity," such as the Baltic Ship- 
yards in Gdansk where the independent trade 
union was bom in August 198U, he said. 

The government suspended Solidarity with 
a declaration of martial law Dec. 13, 1981, 
and outlawed it nearly 10 months later whb 
legislation that aDows the formation of local 
unions at more than 40,000 Polish busines- 
ses. 

Only 2,500 unions have been formed since 
the ban on labor organizations was lifted Jan. 
1. So far, they have attracted onN a fraction 
of the yJs million membets claimed by Sol- 
idarity or the four million workers who 
belonged to the competing trade unions heav- 
fly under official influence before the ban. 

Committees to organize new unions have 
formed at 22.000businesses but their work is 
going dowly, Ciosek said during a recent 
interview. 

The new unions are attracting more mem- 
bets in the coal fields of southern Poland and 
at steel mills throughout the nation, he said. 
Their greatest success has been at the Lenin 
Steel Works in Nowa Huta, in southern 
Poland, where 3,000 of the 34,000 workers 
ha\« joined, he said. 

The deputy director for employment at the 
Lenin plant refrised, in a telephone interview, 
to disclose the number of union members 
there. 

Zbigniew Kowalski, head of the union 
formation committee at Waisawa Huta. the 


giant steel miO on the outskirts of Warsaw, 
said that only 330 of the plants 19300 work- 
eis had judged to join. Solidari^ had 8,000 
membeis at the miD and other unions had 
2,000 members. "It would be a great success 
if within two or three months we had 1,000 
members." said Kowalski. 


Ciosek asserted that Solidarity supporters 
are conducting an uodeiground .campaign 
against tbe new unions, using "acts of physi- 
cal and mental terrorism in some places," but. 
refused to give specific details. Kowalski, 
head of the Wazsawa Huta union committee, 
reported no threats, but said he had been 
telephoned by Solidarity activists who “tried 
to convince me 1 was betraying the woikers." 

Although tlM new unions initially wfl] be 
limited to loctd burinesses, tbe law caPs for 


consolidation of labor oiganizadon by Indus- 
try. • . 

Critics of the new unions ssQr tb^ are 
unpopular because they do not have tbe polit- 
ical muscle of Solidw'ty. The onions can 
strike onfy after giving notice, and aie. barred 
from ma^g tbe kind of . political demaneb 
that made Solidarity revolutionaiy. " ' 

Ciosek predicted that progress in linking 
tbe unions by industry: udD. be slow, saying 
that “people don't trust an over-centralized 

^l^rizy leader Lech Walesa m a letter to 
Polish leader Gen. Wojdech JanizdeskL said 
he would cooperate with tbe ^vemmeht in 
solving Poland* s pressing labor and economic 
problems only if authorities prodairo an 
amnesty for ^h'dari^ sui^rters fted or 
jafled for their union activHies . 


U.N. , U. S. split over information titaring 


HONOLULU, Jan. 17 (AP) — A United 
Nations educator and a Reagan administra- 
tion offidal ai^aied divided Monday over 
the international flow of computerized 
economic and financial information. . 

Edward W. Pfoman, vioe-rector of the 
United Nations University at Tokyo, told an 
international communications cooferenoe 
that many governments are concerned about 
cbe privaqr of tZieir economic infonnation. 

On Sunday, W. Scott Thompson, U.S. 
information a^ncy assodate director, told 
the Padfic telecommunications conference 
that the Reagan administration fevois the 
unrestricted flow of business informatioa 
through sateDire and computerized data 
banks. 


“Such activities as direct broadcasting and 
remote sensing via satellites raise important 
issues about political and.'. economic 


soverei^ty," Pfoman told about 500 rep- 
resentatiws from 18 countries:

The communications giant is counting on 
a recent agreement to form a joint venture 
with Philips of the Netherlands to help 
change its lack of familiarity abroad. 
Genige Serpan. AT & T international vice 
presi^nt for market planning, told Reuteis 
in an interview. 

AT & T re-entered the international 
market in 1 ^80 after a 55-year gap caused 
by the sale of its overseas equipment man- 
u^turing business in 1925. 

The move to expand globally ct>mcs at a 
time when the company will have t(> trim its 
U3. dt>mestic operations after one of the 
most far-reaching anti-monopoly set- 
tlements in history. 

In an accord 1 2 months ago with the U.S. 
Justice Department. AT iV: T agixvd to 
divest itself of 22 of its domestic operations 
in exchange for the dn>pping of an anti- 
iTHHiopoly suit. While 81*17x10 denied that 
foreign opi'nitions were receiving any 
intTeased pash as a ix'sult of n*strieted 


business at home, be added tiiat "as the bell 
q'Stem changes, new markets become more 
important."

Dollar rates rise slightly

JEDDAH. Jan. 17 — The dollar rose 
sUghtiy against most of the major world cur- 
rencies on the Monday European 
exch^ges. The British pound, however, 
was stronger on the opening markets and 
traded at the 1.5930 levels at one stage 
compared with 1 .5820 on Friday. 

Prospects of an oil price agreement by 
OPEC in the coming Vienna taUcs as well as 
a strong defense of the pound 1^ Mrs. 
Thatcher over the weekend ensured that 
sterling recovered some of the lost ground it 
had lost to the dollar. Dealers expect some 
further rises as short positions are covered. 

On the Monday money markets. 
EurodoUar deposit sates finned sl^tly by 
around 1/16 percent to trade at just over the 
9 percent level for the one-year fund and 8 
V4 - 8% for the one-month tenor. Hie lack 
of movement on the U.S. discount rate front 
in' the U.S. Federal Reserve Board has now 
began to cause some confusion on whether 
the "Fed" will really take such a step after 
all. 

The markets have already discounted the 
dollar's exchange value for such an even- 
tuaUty and the small rises seen on the 
opening European Monday markets merely 
r^ect the covering of some short doDar 
positions. 

On the bullion front, gold and rilver 
prices rose sharply Monday to take gold 
prices ro the the threshold of die %S00 an 
ounce level. The precious metal traded at 
the S49S level despite some initial 
. cautiousne^ when the market*: opened for 


trading. Dealers feel that gold win oontmue 
to benefit from the rwigr>mj coofrisions in 
the money markets over interest rate direc- 
tions. 

Silver prices were firmer at $12.98 / 
$ 1 3.03 an ounce — rising nearly 40 cents 
over Friday dosing levels. Some SolatOity is 
expected in silver prices until the new 
form $13.00 level is accepted by the mar- 
kets. 

On the local bourses, riyal deposit leveb 
were stfll depressed around the AVa - 4% 
percent levels for the short tenors and 
6Vi - 7Y4 percent for the longer periods. 
Again most dealings concentrated in 
short-dated funds as managers awaited 
fresh develt^Mnents on the wider interest 
rate front but institutions rqiorted more 
borrowing interest from cotporations at 
sudi low levels.

Help to prod economy, U.S. tells allies 


PARIS. Jan. 17(AP) — The United States 
is recommending that major nations which 
have inflation and interest rates under con- 
trol. "Japan. West Germany and Britain and 
some others" join it in cautious economic 
expansion to stimulate the world economy, a 
senior U.S. official has said. 

Beryl Sprinkel. under-secretary of the 
treasury for international monetary affairs, 
said the expansion is needed to stimulate 
world trade. That, he said, would provide 
markets for both developing and rich nations, 
reducing the debt burden of the poor coun- 
tries which is threatening the world monetary 
system, and increasing jobs in the big nations. 
“It is time for the U.S. economy to begin 
moving upward, and 1 think it’s Ihappening." 
he told a press conference. 

With the world financial system facing a 
crisis over debt repayment problem. Sprinkel 
said the U.S. administration conridered it was 
"critically important that the Internationa] 
Monetary Fund have sufficient resources" to 
help f^ing nations meet their debts. It was 
thus strongly supporting a .subsrant|al_ 
in(.'reasiL''in thic IMF reserves tlus year. and~ ' 
will "very aggressively" explain the need to 
Congress and the Senate, he said. 

The IMF (|uoto5 and economic growth are 
then main topics at a three-day iterics of 
meetings which started here Sunday, cul- 
minating Tuesday with finance ministers and 
central bank governors of the group of ten 
leading Western industrial natiores. 

Sprinkel said the administration's aim was 
to get congressional appnwai "by the end of 
the year" for increase in both the U.S. IMF 
(|Ui>ta and its commimient to the General 
Agreement to Borrow (GAB) among the ten. 

The last quota increase was set to last until 
the end of 1^85. Sprinkel said it was dear 
more funds were needed before then to cope 
with the debt situation, but said no one could 
predict exactly when the IMF might run 
dangerously short of funds. 

The ten are expected to reach near- 
conipletc agrcemenfTiere. wfiE the final 


accord to be settled by the IMFs interim 
committee meetup ™ Washington Feb. 
10-11. They are also to make the GAB frinds 
available to back up the IMF in wdiat Sprinkel 
described as a coafidence-builffing gesture. 

Sprinkel would not say what increase the 
administration would support in the meetings 
Monday and Tuesdsqr. only that it would ham 
to be a figure that could be realistically pre- 
sented to Congress. He stressed the IMF 
quotas and the GAB should be considered 
together, indicating siqiport for a sma&er 
increase than European members of the 
ten are seeking.

BRIDGETOWN, Barbados, Jan. 17 (AP) 
— A black South African political group has 
warned that West Indian athletes and enters 
tainers performing m that radaOy divided 
country could become taigetstfor assasrina- 
tion, a local newspaper reported Sunday. 

Ike Mafolfi. chief representative of the Pan 
AfiicanistCongiess, toldtheSimdi^SHR cor- 
lespondem in New York chat such individu- 
als would be declaTed”enemies of the libera- 
tion struggle, thus marking them for elimina- 
tion.'* 

The current South African tour of a rebel 
West Indian cricket team has provoked angiy 
reaction in the Caribbean, where regional 
governments, condemn South Africa' s pol- 
icy of racial separation. 

The newspaper said the Pan Africanist 
Congress would meet in the next two months 
to determine what action it would take 
regarding the West Indian cricketers. It 
quoted Mafole as saying that if the tour con- 
tinued. one option would be " to form assassi- 
nation squads to deal with the enemies and 
the coDaborators.” 

Mafole said in the interview he had warned 
the Barbados mission at the United Nations 
of his group's position regarding the West 
Indian players, and would repeat that warn- 
ing on a visit planned for next month to sev^ 
era] Caribbean countries. 

Meanwhile, another Caribbean state 
repudiated tlw rebel West Indian cricket 
team tour Sunday. Premier Kennedy Sicn- 
monds of St. Kitts-Nevis called on all Carib- 
bean governments “to consult as a matter of 
uigency on the action to be taken.*' 

"Tliis is a sad day in our long struggle 
against the oppressive and racist system of 
apartheid which we strongly condemn," 
Simmonds said. He added that his govern- 
ment "deplores the callous participation of 
Caribbean sportsmen in this degrading aa of 
adventurism.'*

Mottram's 52-minute destruction of the 
Austrian, followed a brisk 6-2. 6-2 victory by 
20-year-old Jeremy Bates, who beat Klaus

Then Buster continued his successful new 
partnership with Andrew Jarrett to win the 
doubles 64.

Britain's second success in a week against

Japanese premier 
arrives in U.S. 


WASHINGTON. Jan. 17 (R) — Japanese 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro N^asone arrived 
here Monday for wfaat are expected to be' 
tough and frank talks with President Re«^an 
on defease and trade issues affecting bilateral 
ties with the United States. 

Nakasone. 64. has said repeatedly since 
taking ofBce last November t^t be attaches 
great importance to relations with the United 
States. Japan's b^est tracing pa^er. Last 
week, be made the first official tr^ to South 
Korea by a Japanese prime minister to mend 
fences with Japan’s nei^bor and fonner col- 
ony. The risit was seen by Washington as a 
step toward greater stalnlity in the re^on. In 
another initiative ahead of the U.S. visiL his 
.government last week adopted a new pack- 
^ of measures designed to open the Japan- 
ese market further to imports. He has also 
increased defense spending what he called 
a ’'maximum possible” 6.5 percent in the 
year beginning next April, and agreed to 
transfer of military technology to the U.S. in a 
major reversal of policy. 

At a press conference here last Thursday, 
he however, rejected calls for the immediate 
liberalization of imports of U.S. beef and 
oranges. Prerident Reagan has said he will 
raise these points at talks with Nakasone 
Tuesday. Both leaders are under pressure 
Grom their form lobbies and Japanese officials 
argue that Japan is already the tnggest market

for a wide range of U.S. commodities and 
processed foods. "Politicians in the U.S. are 
concerned about their formers and so are we 
about our formers.” Nakasone told a Tokyo 
press conference last Thursday. 

Government sources here said Nakasone 
was likely to propose a resumption of talks on 
import quotas for hems of major U.S. con- 
cern vdth a view to increasing the quotas next 
year.' Washington’s trade representative^. 
>A^lliam Brock has welcomed Japan's efforts 
to reduce its Dude surplus with the United 
States, estimated at aro un d $20 billion last 
year. But U.S. ofCfeials have generally said 
the measures taken by Tokyo so for are insuf- 
ficient. 

Nakasone on his part was expected to ask 
Flnradent Reagan to stave off protectionist 
moves in the U.S.. the government sources 
said. They said he was also expected to state 
Japan's readiness to cooperate in relieving 
the debt probiems of Yugoslavia and Latin 
American countries. 

That would be one of the gestures aimed at 
showing that Japan was wflllng to play a lar- 
ger role in iaternational affoirs comensurate 
with its economic streigth. the sources said. 

Nakasone. accompanied by Forei^ Minis- 
ter Shintaro Abe. wfil also meet Secretary nf 
State George Sbultz. Defense Secretary Cas- 
par Weinberger and Treasury Secretary 
Donald Regan.

Zhao terms tour successful 


PEKING. Jan. 17 (Agendes) — Chinese 
Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang. who Monday 
wound up a month-long 16-state tour of 
Africa, bdieves that "vast vistas” exist for 
economic and technological cooperation with 
countries of the continenL the New China 
News Agency reported. 

In an interview from Nairobi. Zhao was 
quoted as describing his trip as “successful 
and fruitfuT'. The Clunese leader left the 
Kenyan capital for home Monday. 21hao told 
the agency that "the image of Ch^ in Africa 
is very gvxxl.'' saying tlmt the people of the 
continent "have always sympathized with 
and supported us." He said that not only were 
there j^issibilities for increased Chinese 
eamomic and tcchnologkal cooperation with 
Africa, but "vast vistas". 

"Wc should study and investigate well 
what the (African) friends need and what we 
can do f<^r them." Zhao was quoted as saying. 
The emphasis should be placed upon "effi- 
ciency. quality and economic results." in 
order that “our friend' canjte benefited and 
we can make progress as welT'. be told the 
agency. 

Zhao also said that regarding bilateral and 
international relations C^dna and tiie African 
countries he bad visited bad a "common 
language on a series of issues”. He cited 
“opposition to imperialism, colonialism and 
racism'* . “opposition to big powers' domina- 
tion over small countries" and “streng- 
thening unity among the Third World coun- 
tries”. 

His African hosts Glared his view on the 
need to nsform "the unjust and unreasonable 
old economic international ordef' and to 
take “practical measures to establish a new 
international economic order and develop 
South-South cooperation", he added. 

Zhao said that before his tour of Africa, the 
Central Committee of China's Communist 
Party and the Chinese government had 
"studied the purpose of t& visit which, in 
plain words, is understanding friend^p. sol- 
idarity. cooperation and learning from the 
African people". "It should be that the 
purpose has been attained." he concluded. 

The prime minister’s tour took him succes- 
sively to Egypt. Algeria. Morocco. Guinea. 
Gabon. Zaire. Congo. Zambia, ^mbabwe. 
Tanzania and Kenya. 

Zhao showed China’s concern over several 
key Third World problems; the bfiddle East 
and Western Saharan conflicts, the Namit^n 
issue, the crisis within the Organization of 
Affican Unity (OAU) and the presets for a 
new world economic order. Africa proved a 
good forum for Peking diplomacy. Time and 
again. 23iao stressed O^a's message that 
Third Worid states should resolve their dif- 
ferences wiffiout superpower inv<rivement. 

In EgypL Algeria and Morocco, be backed 
Arab peace efforts in the Middle East. China, 
thou^ not yet prepared to recognize Israel. 


was ready to accept its right to exisL he said. 
On the Algeiian-Moroccan dispute over 
Western S^ara. he was statesmanlike, 
urging peace without fore^ interference. 

Moving south, he teaffiimed China’s sup- 
port for t^ "front line" states facing wbite- 
ruled Sonth Africa, predicting "a new 
revolutionary storm" that would eventually 
bury radsm. 

In Zambia and Zimbabwe, he met rep- 
resentatives of anti-South African guerrilla 
groups, including those backed by Moscow. 
During his tour, symbolically. China anntnjn- 
ced its long-delayed recognition of pio- 
Soviet Angola, which (Murders South Africa- 
ruled Namibia. But there was no sign that 
China would send arms to the guerrillas fight- 
ing South Africa in Namibia, as some H:fcing 
diplomats had predicted. In fact, ax'n from 
Peking, tbrougfomt his tour Zhao appeared 
to offer for more political support than 
economic aid. 

The only countries known to have 
benefited materially from the trip were 
Egypt, which is to receive more F-7 fighter 
jets. Zaire, granted delayed repayment on a 
SlOO-million loan, and Zimtabwe. with a 
further S33-million loan agrecmenL Reports 
jhat China would write off a S680-million 
loan to Tanzania and Zambia w>-erc not con- 
firmed. 

Repayments were due to start this month 
on the loan, incurred in buildiqg the strategic 
Tanzania-Zambia Railway, the highspot nf 
China's aid to developing countries in the 
1 970s. The Chinese no longer extend aid for 
such prestige projects, the pragmatic posi- 
Mao leadership belie^tiog that China must 
devote the bulk of its resources to its own 
development. 

But 10 the past year, after a brief honey- 
moon with United States. Peking has 
again been emphasizing its Third Work) poli- 
tical credentials. Whm Zhao’s marathon 
African tour was announced, there was 
^cuiation in several countries that China 
was seeldog to establish itself as ieadcr and 
champion of the develoi^g world.

If that is so. what prompted Zhao's trip? 
Orplomats said the range of countries visited 
indicated China sought as many friends in 
Africa as possible, regardless of t^irpoficics.

Snowstorm hits northeast 
Americaymoves to Canada 


LONDON, Jan. 17 (AP) — The romance 
between the queen’s son Prince Andrew and 
American actress Koo Stark won overwhelm- 
ing approval from ordinary Britons in an 
opin/on.poll published- Monday. 


NEW YORK. Jan. 17 ( AP) — The north- 
east was digging nut Monday from its first 
major snowstorm of the season, which shut 
down dozens of schcxil systems. ktuKked out 
power to 12.000 homes and caused at least 
eight deaths before pushing into C'anada. 

Meanwhile, chilly weather in Florida led to 
frost warnings for that stale's central citrus 
belt The northeast storm, which swept into 
(he region Saturday and rapered off Sunday, 
dumped up to 2 feet (,h ms) of snow fn>m 
Northern Pennsylvania to Maine. 

By late Sunday, the storm was pushing 
eastward out of northern Maine into New 
Brunswick, the weather SL'rvjcv said. I he 
Sturm caused five deaths in Loniieen'eul. iw<i 
in Massachusetts and one in Pennsylvania. 
Four of the Connueilvut deaths were from 
heart attacks suffered by people shoveling 
snow Sunday, officials said. A fifth died in a 
traffic accident. 

In Boston, a man drowned Sunday when he 
was swept from a sea wall by a 3(l-riKtl (9 nil 
ware whipped by nonheasierly winds gusttng 
to 45 mph (72 kph). A second man died in a 
traffic accident. A woman was killed Sunday 
after her cur slid off a snuw-slicked road in 
Slatington. in northeastern Pennsylvania. 
High winds and tree limbs snapping under 
heavy snow broke power lines, blacking out 
4.2Un customers in Rhode island and nearly 
8.0UU in Connecticut at limes, utility officials 
said. 

Elsewhere in Europe. Austrian authorities 
warned of acute avalanche danger Monday 
after heavy snowfalls and high winds lashed 
much of Austria. One man was reported kil- 
led while trying to clear fallen trees fn^m a rail 
line. 

Fifty to 75 centimeters of snow fell in the 
Kitzbuelic) area, and snowfall elsL'where wus 
reported at 30-40 centimeters. 

The Tiro! avalanche warning service said 
motorists and skiers slv.iuld beware of steep 


valleys and slopes. Winds of up to 130 
kilometers per hour hit parts of upper Austria 
on Sunday. The bad weather left 23 tourists, 
including 16 West Germans, stranded Sun- 
day night in hotels on the Dachstein Massif, 
the Austria press agency reported. 

The Hotel Krippenstein was without 
power or heat Sunday night, and authorities 
were sending snow vehicles up the mountain 
Monday to bring down 15 tourists from 
Bavaria. APA said. In the Salzkammergui. 
winds damaged at feast three homes and scat- 
tered pieces of ireus across local roads. The 
rail lino between Bad Aussuc and Oberlraun 
was blocked for four hours by fallen trees 
Suiiday, hut later cleared.

Burma to stay 
away from 
Delhi summit 


RANGOON. Jan. 1 7 ( AFPi — Burma, the 
only country to hare withdrawn from the 
97-nation nonaligncd movement, will stay 
away from the group s summit in New Delhi 
in March despite efforts to bring it back to the 
fold, authoritative ».mrees here said. The 
Sources said Burma had no inteniiun for the 
lime being of rejoining the movement, which 
it left at the Iasi summit in Havana in |U7^. 

Diplomats here said Burma had even 
spurned an invitation from foist India that it 
send a press delegation to observe the five- 
day summit which begins March 7. Burma, 
whh India and Yugoslavia, was a founder of 
the movement and was among the countries 
at the first norialicncd surnmn'in Belcrude in 
1961. 

Disenchanted with what it considered a 
trend away from the grouping'soriginal aims, 
it quit the Havana summit, the movement's 
^h, charpng that cenain nations were try- 
ing to tilt it toward jvwcr bhwrs "seeking ii» 
gain their own grand designs." ** Wc cannot 
allow ouBclves to be exploited in this man- 
ner." a Burmese duiegale told the Havana 
session. 

The delegate went on to call for the crea- 
tion of a new movement. This, he said, should 
be based on a charter which would "elcarlv 
define the inviolable principles to which all 
members should be dedicated, ihe qualifica- 
tions and code of conduct for membership 
and the consequence of its violations, the 
functions and powers of the principal organs 
of the movement and the procedures." 

The failure of the Havana summit to 
respond to this call led to Burma's exit. Since 
then, periodic efforts have been made eoltec- 
tively and from single nations, according to 
dipkmiats. to bring Burma back into the 
line-up, but to no av^l.
